THE TROUBLESOME SULTAN. 


He Will Attempt to Play tue (Jueen Against 


the Foreign Office and Ru»mla. 


i 
One of the first questions in which 


England and Kussia will be strongly 
urged to take united action in the mat- 
ter of the Armenian persecutions. The 
Turks themselves now confess thut 2,000 
Armenians wore slaughtered in what 
they describe as the suppression of u re- 
bellion. The British foreign office has 
already made a protest, which is aa 
strong as any form of interference it 
usually indulges in. 
It is well knowr 


that no diplomatic woapoii short of a 
threat which amounts to an ultimatum 
has any effect ou tho porto. Public opin- 
ion in this country, therefore, clamors 
loudly for extreme measures, and the 
indications are that the government will 
be compelled to yield to this pressure. 


Popular opinion is also expressing it- 


self in another way. 
It has been a 


grievance with tho sultan for many 
years that Queen Victoria has not made 
him a Kuight of the Garter. Over iiud 
over again plain hints have been given 
to successive einbassadors and to distin- 
guished visitors that tho distinction of 
die bluo ribbon would ba much appreci- 
ated by hia majesty. Now tho saloan 
has decided to force the queen's hand. 
He has intimated his intention to seucT 
the fraud master of ceremonies to Eng- 
land lo deliver to her majesty the rib- 
bon, star und insignia of tho nuw Turk- 
ish Order of the Houso of tho Family of 
Osmau, which is limited to crowned 
heads. It was recently conferred upon 
the German emperor, who forthwith 
created tlio sultan a Knight of tuo Black 
Eagle. Of uourso the queen now cannot 
avoid returning the sultan's compliment 
by giving him tho garter, aad it has 
been privately arranged that tho Duke 
of Cobtirg shall fe'o to Constantinople in 
the spring to invest him with this order. 
The English pvjss are now voicing 
strong protests against such a coaipli- 
incut until the sultan grants full justice 
;o tho Armenians.—London Cor. New 
York Son.

It is, therefore*, increas- 
ingly important tLu.t they should be 
learning bow to support themselves by 
intelligent labor in civilized ways. 


To this end I am of the opinion that

You will please give this matter your 


early and careful attention, with refer- 
ence to Indians and school. You will 
endeavor to find suitable families who 
will receive Indians in their homes and 
give them kind treatment and practical 
training in everyday duties ; also seek 
out worthy Indians and urge them to 
avail themselves of such opportunities 
a ad explain to them their nature and 
value.
